— A dispatch from 
Jubnlpore to the Chronicle regarding 
the Indian fatniue saya : " Relief meas- 
ures were neglected in the central prov- 
inttia throuchout 1800. Tho latest ata- 
tistics up to the etui of October cives ae 
the excess in the mortality over the pre- 
vious ten years, 82;388. exclusive of chol- 
era oases. Moat of tbia excess is due to 
famine." . 

A Standard dispatch from Nice says 
thilt a strong committee of English and 
American residents baa been formed 
there to nueo a relief fund for the Iqdian 
famine suH'ererB. 

A Madrid dispatch to tho Daily Mail 
gays that snow and rain Btorms threaten 
seriouB floods in Spain. Harrowing dis- 
tress prevnils in Andalusia. At Jaen the 
people are plundering the breadshopa, 
iind thousands are begging in the streets. 
Simiiar tcenes, accompanied by fights 
with the police, havo occurred in many 
other towus. Tlio authorities are 
powerless to cope with the destitution. 

While tho Vienna newspapers con- 
tinue to declare that the Caar's health is 
eeriously all'ec.ted and that hia ekull 
needs trepanning on account of tlie after 
etiects from the blow on tho head he re- 
ceived from a Japanese fanatic, and 
M'hile they allege he is preparing for a 
regency, tho Englisii court circular yes- 
terday announced that the Czar is enjoy- 
ing excellent health and that the reports 
of hia ill-health are unfounded. 

Mr. O. T. Ritchie, ))reaideiit of the 
board of trade announced in tho House 
of Commons to-night that a bill had 
been drafted to empower the board of 
trade to detain undermanned merchant- 
men which were about to put to sea. 

The British ateamehips Eed Jacket 
and Amphitrite arrived here to-day from 
Baltimore, Md. Both vesaeis experi- 
enced tempestuous weather. The life- 
boats belonging to the Red Jacket were 
swept away, and she alec euatained con- 
siderable damage about her decks. The 
Amphitrite lost one of her boats, and 
waa otherwise more or less damaged by 
the heavy seas. . .. . 

After a few remarks in the Commons 
from Mr. Michael Davitt, member for 
South Mayo, who protested that ]''ng- 
land alone' among the civilized nations 
made no distinction between political 
and ordinary criinimils, the home secre- 
tary, Sir Matthew White Kidley, reiter- 
ateu that tho release of the Irish prison- 
qSB was ordered solely on medical 
srounda, and he repudiated the idea 
that it waa due to a compact with the 
government. Sir Henry Howarth then 
asked to withdraw his amendment. The 
Irish members, however, objected, and 
it was negatived without a division. 

Vesey Knox, anti-Parnellite member 
of parliament for Londonderry city, has 
written to the electors of hia district of- 
fering to resign hia aeat rather than ac- 
cept tho ni'W conetitution, which hesays 
" replaces the old Irisli jnirty by a fac- 
tioniat secret society." 

The Daily News announces that it 
hears that if the Irish bishops can ar- 
rive at an aereement with the govern- 
ment for a Catholic university, the gov- 
ernment is willing to endow it with .tl,- 
000,000. 

A dispatch to the Daily Mail from 
Odoflfia, describing the military prepnra- 
ticins going forward there, saya: "The 
aciivitv hnfl only been equalled during 
the iieriod which immediately preceded 
the two last great wars. The Turkish 
government is unable to make its usual 
annual purchase of hort-cs in J-tussia, all 
of the stud farms being cleared by the 
Russian government." 

The parade of Cuban aynipatliizers 
at Lima was dispersed, owing to the at- 
titude of the i)olico, although the chief 
of i)olice liad given perinission to organ- 
ize the procession. A protest against 
the action of ttie police has been signed 
by 3,000 citizens. , 

ON PROVINCIAL LINES. 

Premier Flynn Will Fight Uie Qaebee Elec- 
tions Outside of the Sctiool 

Question. 

ToiiONTO, Jan. L'5. — (Special) — The 
World's Montreal corresiioiuh'nt suyG he 
has information that Premier Flynn at a 
great meeting to bo held on the first of 
next month will formally declare that 
the provincial legislature will be at once 
dissolved. Election day according to the 
correspondent will be between March 25 
and April 7. Premier Flynn has no in- 
tention of calling the school question to 
his aid in appealing to the electorate. 
He will fight it out on provincial ques- 
tions alone.

Chicago's Mayor Issnes an Appeal— Gener- 

t oua Responses. 

CiiiCAdo, Jan. 25.— Mayor Swift to-day 
issued an appeal for aid, calling upon tho 
big packera, coal dealers and merchants 
for contributiona and supplies for the re- 
lief of tho suffering. In ^nnny instances 
tho proclamation was tcrestalled, and 
heavy contributions kept coming in all 
day.

. MURDERED BY CHINESE. 

The Most Noted Oriental on the Coast Slain 
by His Fellow-Countrymen. 

Sak Feajjcisco, Jan. 25. — Little Pete, 
the most noted Chinaman in San Fran- 
ciacoi was murdered tiy bis countrymen 
in Ohinatown on Saturday* night. He 

was sitting in a cliair in a Chinese bar- 
ber shop, when three men entered and 
shot him, inflicting a wound from the 
efTecta of which he died in a short time. 
The miirderers were arrested. The 
murder is the outcome of a quarrel be- 
tween two of the Chinese Six Com- 
panies, and it is supposed the murder- 
ers are highbinders liired to do the job. 
Little Pete for years has been the most 
inlluential Chinese in this part of the 
country. Whenever any of his country- 
trymen wore in trouble. Little Peto was 
always called upon to help them out, 
and ho achieved a reputation for jury 
f.xiug that aloioat landed him iu the 
penitentiary. He was at the head of 
the business for importing Cliineso 
women and grew very wealthy. 

Little Fete, although he spoke Eng- 
lish fluently, retained hia Obineee dress 
as a matter of policy. He controlled 
many of tho gamoling dena in China- 
town, and hia revenues from that source 
were large. He was an all-round sport, 
and no game was too fast for him. He 
played the races heavily and made some 
of hia big winnings. lie waa so lucky in 
picking winners that about a year ago 
the race track people became suspicious, 
and it was found that he had a number 
of jockeys in hia employ. Little Pete 
was ruled ofT the turf, together with the 
dishonest jockeys. 

Little Pete, in addition to his other oc- 
cupations, was proprietor of a shoe fac- 
tory, which did business under the 
name of A. Peters & Company. Lit- 
Pete, or Fong Ching, his Chinese 
name, went down stairs from his 
place of business on Washington 
street about 9 o'clock, and entered Wung 
Lung's barber shop. He was shaved 
and was having hia queue braided when 
suddenly four shota were lired. One 
struck him in the temple and another 
over the eye. He died instantly. The 
police heard the shots and saw two 
Chinese running. They followed and 
found Wing Sing and Chin Poy in a 
lodging house. They, with Wong Lung, 
the barber, were arrested. Chin Poy 
denies that he did tho shooting. He 
saya that ho came from. Portland Or., 
three weeks ago, where he worked as a 
cook. Ho saya he was sitting in his 
room when VVing Sing ran in and asked 
if he might rest. Then the police came 
and arrested him. 

Little Pete belonged to the Sam Yup 
Company, of whicii he waa a 
leading " spirit. The Sam Yups, 
composed of merchants, quarreled 
with the See Yups, who are laboring 
men, and it is supposed assasBius 
were hired by the Sea Yupa to commit 
the murder. The murdered man knew 
he had been marked for slaughter, and 
for yeara tiad travelled with a white 
bodyguard. This man was with him 
when he entered the barber shop, but 
Little Pete sent him out for a newspaper 
and the murderers, who wore watching, 
took advantage of the opportunity. 

Little Peto was once convicted of jury 
bribing and served a term in the peni- 
tentiary. He it waa who gave Chris 
Buckley, for many yeara a poweif in local 
politics", hia name of . "Blind White 
Devil." Little Pete had many friends 
ir Chinatown, and it is a certainty that 
his murder will bo avenged. 

CONDITIONS IN CUBA. 

Havana nod Matanzas Almost Pacified— 
Promulgation of I'romised Retorms 
Expected. 

Wasiiixoto.v, Jan. 25. — The almost 
complete imciflcatiou of the provincea of 
Havana and Matanzaa, in tho western 
part of tho island of Cuba, is announced 
in the following dispatch received at the 
Spanish legation here, late last evening, 
from the Spanish minister of foreign af- 
fairs : 

" General Weyler, at tho head of four- 
teen hattaliana, haa repeatedly traversed 
the provinces of Havana and Matanzaa, 
obliging the principal rebel leadei'S to fly 
to Las Villas. General Weyler consid- 
ers that now in Havana and Matanzas 
there remains no nucleus of the rebels 
or organized bands to disperse, and that 
both provinces may be considered as 
pacified. The sugar growers in these 
provincea are grinding cane without mo- 
lestation." 

The officials of the legation regard the 
achievements of General Weyler and the 
announcement of the foreign afTairaoflice 
as of great importance. The centre part 
of the i"land, they say, has been in a 
state of pacification, and now that tho 
weatern part has been brought to a 
similar state tho rebels, it la stated, aro 
confined iu their movements to some of 
the eastern provincea. 

I'ollowing close on this announcement 
it is expected Premier Canovaa will pro- 
mulgate the reforma for Cuba voted by 
the Cortes in 1895, but withheld until 
tho island shall have been regarded aa 
pacified to a degree warranting their ap- 
plication. 

MOST SEVERE OF THE SEASON. 

New York Suffering From Terribly Cold 
Weather— Its Painful Effects. 

Nkw Yonic, Jan. 25.— Tlie threatening 
weather for some time past culminated 
to-day iu tho most Hcvero cold, through- 
out tho state of New York, experienced 
this season. In New York city the mer- 
cury got down to the record point of the 
year, and in the upper part of the State 
it Hucceedcd in disajipearing almost en- 
tirely. It waa in the largo citioa of the 
state that the direful ellecta of the cold 
wave were most painfully apparent. 
Tho poor suflored terribly to-day, for 
they had not only to contend against the 
low temperature, but against a biting 
wind that opened up tho crevices and 
cut ita way through their broken 
windows ancl under their doora.

General Qnarantiue Sagfirested— 
Sadden Deaths in Marseilles 
Cause Great Alarm. 



London, Jan. 25.— Tho plague news 
from Bombay is not reasauring. The 
government eanitary couimiaaioner baa 
reported seriously on tho Bituation, but 
Englishmen regard tho chances of the 
plague gettinc a foothold in Great Brit- 
ain as being ruujoto on aucoant of excel- 
lent sanitary conditions. But on the 
continent the feeling of alarm has daily 
increased during the past 'week and the 
continental jjreas demands the most 
rigorous inspection of everything im- 
ported from Induv. 

Some excitement was i:fiuaed in Paris 
during the week by the stoi)ping of a 
small steamer, bound from London to 
Paris, at Bougival, a viUage on the Seine 
about four miles north of iMarseillea. It 
ia said that the ateanicr was infected 
with the plague and it transpired she 
liad on board carpets and bediling from 
Indhi. But it transpired' later that tho 
cargo hud been stored in London for tlie 
paat six months, and the authorities 
allowed her to proceed to Paris. Along 
the unaanitary jjorta of the Mediter- 
ranean littoral grave fears are expressed 
that the plugno will be introduced on 
the steainerB froui India, and the French 
minister for the iutLMior, M. Biuthu, has 
ordered large iiuantitiea of anti-plague 
serum to be iiroparod and sent to French 
Dorta, 

At a meetinfr of tiio council of public; 
aaaiatance iu Paris, a note of alarm was 
Btrnck in a remark that infected ludiau 
carpets may already have been brought 
into the French capital. Dr. Brouardcl, 
moreover, stated that the danger of the 
plague reaching Europe was iimninent ; 
■ that the preventive means of France only 
existed in rudimentary form ; that France 
could no nothing to prevent the entrace 
of the plague and could do nothing to 
combat it. 

These grave remarks have created a 
deep impression, and at the cabinet 
i:cmncil to-day tlio minister of foreign 
aH'iira, Hanotaux, conimnnicated to 
t.ht'ir colleagues and the president the 
Hiiiiitary measures adooted by the gov- 
uriunent. These inchule forbidding 
pilgrims from leaving Tunis, Algeria and 
tSuuegambia for Mecca thia year, and 
President Faure lias signed a decree im- 
posing severe penalties upon the impor- 
tation of merchandise from the infected 
jinrtB of India through other ports than 
Marseilles, St. Nazaire, Havre, Dunkirk 
and Algiers. 

The Italian sanitary council has con- 
sidered the situation, and it is under- 
stood that its advices against the project 
for a general quarantine. 

In Germany the plaj»ue ia viewed 
through anglpphobia glasses, and Great 
]5ritain ia attacked for allowing herself 
to be lulled into a feeling of false security 
by the Indian authorities and the Bom- 
l)ay press, which is charj^ed with trying 
to conceal the real danger existing. 

A special from Milan gays that upon 
tliearriv.il from Brinilisi of a railway 
train, a second class carriage was sealed 
by the Jtaliau government. An Eng- 
lishman from Bombay, who was in the 
carriage, was refused a permit to cross 
the frontier. The carriage was finally 
Hhunted to a siding, where it remains 
))[.'nding government instructioni 

Mai'.si;hj,i;s, Jan. 25. — The greatest 
feeling of alarm prevails here among tho 
masses of the population on account of a 
number of sudden deaths which have 
occurred in one street. .Some ten days 
ago a report was circulated here that a 
CM'} of bubonic plague had baen diacov- 
cird. 

This was pronij)tly denied and precau- 
tions taken to guard aijainst the intro- 
duction of the "plague were doubletl, es- 
pecially where the mariti]ne_ population 
•Sjngregates. In those neigldiorhoods 
aeamen and others from all parts of the 
vrorld are to be found in great nnmbera, 
and in the vicinity of the old port espec- 
ially, the streets are narrow in 
the" extreme, lined with many 
old, over-populated houses, and in 
every way unhealthy, the cobble- 
stone roadway, as a rule, liaving gutters 
through whic'ti vile drainage Hows. Since 
the alarm, steps have beeu taken to 
clean the streets as much as ))Osaiblo, 
arid domiciliary uieasures have been 
made by the health ollicers in the most 
dangerous (juarti'rs. 

Under the idrcuiiistances it is not ex- 
traordinary that liie autliorities were 
greatly alarmed when the report was first 
spread that a case ul bubonic plague had 
Ijeen discovered, but it was not until to- 
day that the general public became 
frightened. It was announced that nine 
sudden deaths bad oci;urred in one street 
within a few days, and of course, the 
plague was bhuiieil, rightly or wrongly 
in every case. Tiie luiiillh ullicera de 
clare that all nine caHCH wore deatiia 
from " infections Duouiaonia," but th 
public ia very f.ir from beini; satistied. 



SEAL ISLAND LEASES. 

Revenue Derived by the United States From 
the North American Commercial 
Company. 

WAsniNOTON, Jan. 21. — Tiie Secretary 
of tlie Treasury has sent a slatenjent 
to tho senate of tho puljlic rev(MUie do- 
rived from the North American Coin- 
juercial Co., lessees of the seal islands of 
AlAsica, in settlement for sealskins by 
the company. The Secretary says that 
nothing has been received from the 
company since 1892, when his 
jiredocessor accepted $2;{,'.)7;5 in 
settlement of the government's 
claim for if I32|()r)! accurding to the 
c'ontract by tlie department. \Vlien the 
cinie for making tho setlleiiieut for 
aiTived tho Secretary ref used to enter 
into a compromise, as liad been done tho 
previous year, but denianded the full 
amount duo •under the contract, and up- 
-oii' ,tho company's refusal to pay it, 
'brought' BVlit therefor and al«otlie dill'er- 
•ehce»' between the amount paid and 
$132,045 per year of the three year 
period. The decision gave the Kovern- 
m'ont $91,087 per annum, but the case 
.'waa' appealed by the company. Tho

SIX MILLIONS IN PaOSPBCT. 

The Cook on a I.«imber Scliooner Believes 
Himself to Be on :tl>e TTacli of an 
Immense Fortune. 

Si:att!,u, .Tan. 25.— From the ])09ition 
of a cook aboard a coasting lumber 
schooner to the possessor of $6,000,000 is 
a long step towards wealth and prosper- 
ity. In a nutshell, that in the story of 
rather an intelligent fellow named Gaul- 
ton, wlio is now eaniint:; $15 n month 
aboard the schooner Challenger, Capt. 
Sonerund, which sailed the other day 
from ^Vliatcom for San Francisco witli a 
cargo of lumber. The tale ia full of ro- 
mance, and dates back to the time when 
Maximilian sought to become emperor 
of Mexico. 

It was away out ia AVeatern Mexico, a 
thousand miles from the nearest rail- 
road and Burrounded on all sides by 
l)loodtbiraty Indiana who sought to 
plunder and slay the inhabitants, whore 
a band of hardy pioneers of Castilian ex- 
traction planted the cross and sowed the 
tirat seeds of Christianity. In the party 
was a priest who won and Christianized 
many of the inhabitants. In a beauti- 
ful spot, surrounded by the towering 
clill's of the coast range ot mountains, 
they built a miaaion, which vvaa about 
400 miles east of Ensenada. 

The little colony lived and thrived and 
accumulated much wealth and treasure. 
When the J'^renchuian, styling himself 
emperor, invaded the land of the Monte- 
zumas, renegade bands of horse thieves 
and plunderers flocked to his aid. Tliey 
spared neither property nor life, nor was 
the church itself too sacred for their reil 
hands to molest, Like the fleeting wind 
did the tale of their deviltry precede 
them, and the wliplo country was soon 
aroused to a sense of danger. 

One o! the little colony, I'ancheo 
Kano/., a vi'ry wealthy .Spaniard, wlio 
had amassed nuicli udditioual wealth 
while visiting tho City of Jlexico through 
aome manner or other, engaged a half- 
Castilian named Palmerio to accompany 
liim to the mission. Shortly altcrwanl 
one of Muximilian'g maraiuling expedi- 
tions started west with the avowed in- 
tent of robbing llie mis'sion. A trusty 
messenger apprised the little band 
of Christian pioneers of their danger. 
F ollowing a hurried consultation it was 
decided to bnry the treasure within 
the stockade near the mission. Bich 
and costly ornaments of gold and silver, 
many of which came from Spain, and a 
vast amount of coin and other valuables 
were buried, and Hano/., with tho aa- 
aiatance of Palmerio, drew a rough map 
of the inclosure. 

Then towards the Pacific ocean the 
little parly hurried. A few days later 
they were ambushed, and but one sur- 
vivor, Palmerio, livetl to reach the coast, 
after untold hardships and endless suf- 
ferings. He retained the map. For 
twenty years be drifted about the world, 
during which he made two un- 
successful attemplB to get back to 
the site of the old mission. A few years 
ano, lis the touch o! death was about to 
still Ids voice, he reached San Diego, 
and l)y chance fell in witli (Taulton, tho 
culinary artist ahoard the Bchoonor 
Challenger. Throngli a lung siege of ill- 
ness tiaulton nursed the ol'i Sp;uiiard, 
but it was all in vain, and as a token of 
Ilia gratitude lie imparted to Gaulton the 
story of the buried Ircaauro ami gave 
him tho map, but as he was imparting 
the most important of the instructions 
tne s(>irit (u-osaed the diviiio and apjiear- 
ed before the Great Admiral of the uni- 
verse. 

Gaulton took the data, and through 
the church ascertained that a mission 
inid once been established at the place

Only a very short time ago their de- 
mand for instant interference with the 
aflairaof Sjjain in Cuba. Bent down the 
prices of leading stocks in New York, 
which leads a leading paper of that 
city to say that rarely baa a country 
been so humiliated aa the United States 
was by the sharp shrinkage of values 
whicli the mere posBibility of war with 
a second-class power precipitated. A 
singular fact in this connection was that 
the shrinkage was not reflected by the 
Loudon market, where "Americana" 
remained firm notwithstanding their 
downward tendency on Wall street. Un- 
derneath tiie superficial excitability of 
the Anu'riean people, which the blather- 
skites know BO well how to use to ad- 
vantage) there is a sub-stratum of 
Bound sense. This element of the 
community, whicli is the large 
numerical majority and represents 
ninc-tentha of its wealth, has loolied 
on at the antics of the blatherekitea v.-itli 
a sort of amused contempt; but the in- 
dication is that it is growing very tired 
of them and if it makes up its mind to 
smash them, they will he so badly 
smashed that they will not recognize 
themselves. In the long run the good 
sense of the American people can be re- 
lied on to keep the nation out of serious 
trouble, if it can be avoided without dis- 
honor, and it can be under almost any 
conceivable circumstance, for no coun- 
try can have anything to gain by war 
with the United States.

HEPSESENTATIVMS OR 

DELEGATES! 

A provincial contemporary raises a 
([uestion as to whether a member of the 
legislatnre ought to be governed by the 
wiabof his constituency, or if he is free 
to vote as be sees fit. We all know that 
legally he may vote exactly as he likes, 
bnt the point taken is that an unwritten 
law binds a representative to voice the 
opinions of hia constituents aa he may 
iinderstaud them. There ia a diflerence 
between the British and American sys- 
tems, in that under the latter a platform 
is usually adopted covering the most im- 
portani classes of subjects, and the rep- 
resentative when nominated undertakes 
to act according to the platform. 
I^Ioreover, the American system re- 
cognizes party organizations, wliieh are 
permanent and afford a means whereby 
a representative may be kept constantly 
i n touch with his party. Elections are 
held at abort intervals. Thus in most of 
the states, if not in ajl, the majority of 
the members of the legislatures are 
elected for one session only. This sys- 
tem practically makes them delegates, 
not representatives. The whole Ameri- 
can system, from the primaries to the 
presidency, is based upon the principle 
that the voice of the people is espresaed 
through delegates and not through rep- 
resentatives. 

Under the British system our party 
organizations have no legal status. AVo 
j.'^-y very little attention to the formula 
tiiiv,' of phitforiiia and wo elect men 
to legislative positions for terms of 
year;) varying from four in the case of 
most of the provincial legielatures to 
seven in the case of the Imperial parlia- 
ment. It ia very evident that no repre 
ii-.'ntativo can bo considered as bound 
hard and fast to what appeared to b 
till) ideas of the constituency at the time 
of his election, for. circuuiatancea may 
change radically. Hence the members 
of our legislatures and parliaments must 
I be considered to beat liberty to exercise 
their individual judgments, beiner an 
swerable to their coiietituencicg for the 
manner in which they do so. 'i'liere is 
no direct or implied obligation upon a 
representative to resign if ho thinks 
the majority of hia constituenta differ 
with him on any (luestion. No consti- 
tutional way except by petition exists by 
which a conatituenuy can speak its views 
between elections. The whole matter 
resolves intoaqueationof iiuli vidu;il judg- 
nieiit on the j)art of the representatives. 
There ia no established custom. Almost 
any lirio of action can be supported by 
precedents. 

TEE PASSma OF JINGOISM. 

Undoubtedly the Ne«- York Commer 
cial Advertiser voices the sentiments of 
the business element in the United 
btatea when it saya that the people 
" will not sanction or condone any form 
of jingoism during the next four years." 
It adds: "They want poace, progress 
and prosperity; not undignified bluster 
towards other nations at the Cajiitol, 
with perpetual business disturbance." 
Nine-tenths of the people of the republic 
hold theao views, but there baa grown up 
of late a small and noisy tribe of blatber- 
skilea who act as though it was the prov- 
ince of Congress to regulate theafl'airaof 
every nation under heaven. This tribe 
lloiirishea among our neighbora for the 
lenson that under their system of 
government foreign relatiooB are 
dealt with by the legislative branch 
to a degree unknown in any other couQ- 
iry. There baa lately dovelofied among 
thein sbmethlng they are pleased to' cflll 



SALUTING TIIE FLAG. 

There is some talk in England juBt 
now about the advisability of teaching 
pupils in the schoola to "salute the 
flag." We are not very sure that the 
idea has any value. The beat way to in- 
culcate in the mind of youth a love for 
the flag, ia to teach them its history, to 
let them know what it atanda for. It 
may be very inspiring to see a lot of 
children saluting a flag as it is raised 
over a schoolhouae; but there is a melo- 
dramatic air about the thing that de- 
prives it of lasting value. The genius of 
the Engliah people finds its best expres- 
sion, not in formal demonstrations of 
loyalty, but in the prosaic performance 
of duty. Tbe men who fougnt the 
" soldiers' battle " at Inkerman, a deed 
of arms for which history affords few 
parallels, the men who led the advance on 
the Chitral Pass, a deed which foreign 
critics have put side by side with the 
historic feats of Hannibal and Napoleon 
in the xVlps, even the men who a few 
short months ago showed the Boer 
marksmen that " Englishmen know how 
to die," were never taught to " salute 
the flag," but they had in them the 
stuff out of which empires are builded. 
Younger nations may find it dcBirable 
to stimulate patriotism by adventitious 
aids, but not so a land whose sons are 
inspired by hereditary devotion to its 
honor. Rudyard Kipling strikes the 
key-note of the British character in his 
later poems. It ia a character that dc- 
teata everything that smacks of sham. 
Not that there is not in certain aspectg 
of English lite hollownesa enough, but it 
is moat superficial ; it does not touch the 
real heart of tiie people. 

The Empire has come to a point in its 
career when it will need the best that its 
sons can give. There are conquests to 
be made which will dwarf the greatest 
achievements of the ))a8t. They will not 
necessarily bo won by arms; they will 
probably not be so won. We are learn- 
ing in these latter days that great things 
may be done without bloodshed. The 
coming struggle will be racial. It will 
be between the yellow race and the 
white. Behind the former will stand 
the immense inilltarv iiowor of Russia. 
The burden of resistance will fall uiioii 
Englishmen, using that term in its 
widest sense. It will be a struggle in 
which the flag, aa such, will play a 
small part, but the stolid determination, 
the bulldoe tenacity, the tradional fair 
play, the ready self-sacrifice, whicli 
martkS the British character, will count 
for everything. These traits are what 
our scliools ought to cultivate.

The new city council disjiosed of the 
business before them so expeditiously 
last night that by twsnty minutes past 
nine they were teady to go home. As 
one of the aldermen jokingly remarked 
afterwards, unless the newspapers for- 
bore from mentioning the adjournment 
time, he never could plead "council 
meeting" as a reason for not getting 
home till the small hours. 

An important question came before 
the council in the shape of a letter from 
the Hon. J.,8. Helmcken, offering to sell 
the city the Inveftavish nursery and 
gardens', which would afford a favorable 
opportunity, the letter pointed 
out, of extending the park. 
The estate consists of a little leas than 
live acres, lilling the whole apace he 
tweeu Humboldt street and the jiark 
On tlie jjroperty are the Manor house 
and another; there are extensive green- 
liousca and tne grounds are well stocked 
■with flowering and other shrubs and or- 
namental trees, borders and beds of flow- 
ers, bulbs, plants and perennial springs 
of soft water. The conditions on which 
Dr. i^elmcken would dispose of the 
property were (always premising that 
the corporation would remit the civic 
tasea thereon) : 

" 1 . Save and except the Manor honse 
standing on a portion df the land, having 
a (rontuge of 100 feet on Heywood av- 
enue with a depth of 240 feet. I ofTer to 
make over the rest of the estate to the 
corporation on its agreeing to pay me my 
executors, heirs or assigns from the date 
of agreement !fl, 000 per annum for 10 
consecutive years; ])rovided further that 
the land above mentioned and all build- 
ings now thereon or that may be here- 
after erected shall be free and freed from 
all civic taxation and imposts whatever. 

" 2. For a cash payment of ^15,500 
combined with the privileges nest men- 
tioned, namely, that a provision be 
made in theltranster that the land men- 
tioned and the Manor house or other 
buildings which may be erected thereon 
ahall belong to me, my heirs or suuccs- 
Bora and shall be free and freed from 
rental and all civic taxation for a num- 
ber of years (say ten years), I will make 
over tiie whole of the estate to the cor- 
poration of the city of Victoria. In 
either case the rents received from tho 
house which may be extended to other 
structures on tho estate must be put to 
the credit of the corporation." 

As this was a matter that could not 
be dealt with oil' hand the letter was 
laid on the tAuW for iurther considera- 
tion. 

Hon. B. W. Pearse drew attention to 
the bud condition of Oadboro Bay road 
near Oak Bay avenue, and reminded the 
council that the agreement with him 
when he granted a strip of ground to the 
city, had only been carried out by the 
city in so far as moving his fence back, 
bu t that tlie roadway had not been lixed 
aa agreed upon. The streets committee 
and city engineer will report on the sub- 
ject.

ADAMS V. M'BEATH. 

The Supreme Court of Canada Dismiss the 
Appeal From the B. C. Full 
Court. 

Word was received yesterday from 
Ottawa that the Supreme Court of Can- 
ada had upheld the decision of- the Full 
Court of British Columbia in the appeal 
in AdaniH v. McHeatli." Tliis case 
tracted much attention locally when it 
first came u)), and great interest vvas 
taken in the trial. Samuel Adams, a 
man of 81 years, died iu V^ictoria, leav 
ing his property, some ^;2,000 in money 
and a considerable amount of realty to 
Duncan iMc Heath, Tliomas Adams 
nephew living in England, brought suit 
to set aside the will on the ground that 
undue inlluencn had been used in hav- 
ing it made in McISeath'a favor. 

The trial took place before 
Mr. Justice Crease in 1893, and 
lasted seven days, judgment being 
jiiven for plaintiff, setting aside the will! 
Then came an appeal to the Full court, 
which rov(!rHed tne judgment of Mr. 
•fustice Crease and decided in favor of 
MoBeath. Next, Adams appealed to 
the Supreme court of Canada from the 
decision of the Fidl court. 

The Supreme court, as is already stat- 
ed, hav(: conlirnied the judgment of the 
Full court with costs. Messrs. Hunter 
ct Dull, with Mr. J. P. Walls as solicitor, 
are counsel in Victoria for Adams (appel- 
lant) ; and Mr. E. V. Bodwell and Mr. 
Thornton Fell, with Mr. Hall as solici- 
tor, for McBeath (respondent). 



" THE PKOPHET OF PEACE." 

Rev. Mr, Clearer Opens . His .•Series of Dis- 
coveries on the 'Life of Eilsbii. 

A small but interested congregation 
listened most attentively to Rev. Mr. 
Cleaver's first sermon on " The Prophet 
of Peace," last Sunday morning. Tak- 
ing as the foundation of his subject the 
selection of Elisha as his succdssor by 
Elijah, the ' preacher gave a forcible 
contrast of these two Bible characters. 
Both were contemporaries, ministering 
to the same people and perform- 
ing similar miracles, but their disposi- 
tions were a great contrast — one was 
fiery, hasty and easily discouraged, the 
other meek and retiring; the gno a pro- 
phet of judgment, the other of salvation; 
Elijah a messenger in storm and tem- 
pest, Elisha " in the atill, small voice." 
The moaning of the names is a very 
antithesis. J^lijah's life work was to 
stamp out idolatry in Israel; tluit of 
lOliaha the peacemaker and oU'erer of 
salvation. The old prophet the proto- 
type of John the Baptist; the youtiger of 
Christ. The one exhorting to rejjeut- 
ence; the other to holiness. 

The singular se'lection of the obscure 
plow boy for the prophetical oftico was 
next touched upon, with the remark 
that God always gets His men from all 
ranks in life, from amongst peasa'nta as 
well as potentales, whoever is best fitted 
for the work that is ;tO be done. And, 
moreover, He never makes a mistake. 

Here followed an impressive descrip- 
tion of Elijah's translation and Elisha's 
opportunity which the j)reacher im- 
jjroved by askirg for a " double portion 
of God's spirit," whicli animated his 
master. Tlie old mantle uhich t^e 
ascending ))ro])het cast oil' was the 
surety that lilisha's prayer was graiitPtl; 
and if there was still a doubt in his 
mind, the idividing of the waters of 
Jordan on hia return dispelled it, and 
with this mantle of power he prosecuted 
his life's work alone. 

In closing the congregation was told 
that they were all wearing mantles in 
life and would have, them at death for 
good or evil. Some were making mantles 
of drunkenness and all manner of 
wickednesa; heuce the necessity of 
weaving into them purity of life and 
holy liv ing, so that those to whom they 
were left would have the inestimable 
beu'dit of a mother's prayers and a 
father's incorruptible life.

To THE EniTOR: — It is evidently the 
intention of the present government to 
attempt the negotiation of a , reciprocity 
treaty with the United States in agri- 
cultural products, and perhaps in uum- 
ufactiired commoditiea also. 

It may be admitted for the sake of 
argument that such a treaty is jjossible, 
that Canada will be met half-way in a 
friendly sjiirit, and free access given her 
to the market of sevt'nty millions of pao- 
ple, in exchange for that of five millions 
of jieojile. This is what the Liberal 
party e.xpecta, and what it ia going to 
try for, with what succesa remains to bo 
seen. As I admit the possibility of a 
treaty, I will not predict the result 
of any negotiations on the subject, 
although it must be noticed that there 
is a very strong conservative feeling in 
the United States in favor of keeping the 
home market for its own producers, and 
to exclude aliens from its labor market. 
Such an important question as recij)ro- 
city should, and doubtless will be, earn- 
estly and calndy discussed in the ditl'er- 
ent provinces, as to its bearing on their 
varied interests. It is for us to consider 
how it would affect Briliah Columbia. 
Can this country — with no surplus of 
agricultural products to export — com- 
pete on equal terms with the neighbor- 
ing state of Washington, which has a 
surplus of products similar to our own, 
of which it must dispose at any price, 
and that chi' lly in our towns? It will 
be seen that such an unequal con- 
dition of things would greatly injure our 
farmers, and destroy their home market. 
During the free port clays in Vancouver 
Island colony the United States farmers 
from dillerent parts of Puget Sound com- 
peted successfully with and undersold 
the home farmer in his home market. 
-Vnd with a reciprocity treaty in the 
nroFentday it is safe to say that the 
British Columbia farmer would be under 
serious dieailvantage. The injury winch 
woukl be done to rural dietricts by su('li 
a treaty would In a abort tinie efl'ai:e any 
temi)orary benefits our towns might re- 
ceive, and operate to their injnry also. 
.Vs a general rule the country ia the 
mainstay of the town, and wluit hurts 
the one will hurt the other. 

On this very momentous subject our 
farmers should take counsel together, 
agree on what they desire, and instruct 
their parliamentary representatives ac- 
cordiuglv. It is easy to understand that 
there will he much difHculty in arrang- 
ing a treaty acceptable and suitable to 
every province. For instance, I'rince 
Edward Island has a surplus of oats, 
potatoes and fish ; Nova Scotia, a surplus 
of coal, liah and timber ; New Brunswick, 
a surplus of timber and hay ; (.Quebec, a 
snrjilua of timber, hay and cattle ; On- 
tario, a small surplus in nearly all 
agricultural products; Manitoba" and 
the Northwest, a surplus of 
grain, cattle, dairy ])ro(liu:e and 
poultry. From this it will be seen tliat 
a treaty embracing all natural products 
would not be suitable to every province, 
and certainly not to British Columbia. 
There are, however, products recipro- 
city in which would bo beneficial U> this 
province, such as flah, timber, oil, coal, 
and metals of all kinds, the free entry of 
which would greatly atinnilato trade." 

These ideas are given with a view to 
j)ractical amicable discussion.

London, Jan. 25. — Iteferring to the 
adoption of the new constitution of tlie 
Parliamentary party, Timotliy Healy 
said : " The decieion ia iinal eo (ar &a I 
and my friends are concerned. After 
the Omaj-jh allair, Mr. McCarthy came 
to me iu order to induce nio to retract 
certain statements. I refused. I said 
to Mr. McCarthy : " If the party passes 
a vote requesting me to resign 1 will le 
sign and will not use my influence in 
opposition to it. I believe I said, ' If 
yon ask mo to resign T will do 
so.' L'p to this morning that oiler 
lield good. Now^ the Uillonites 
iiave passed a set of rules, which in view 
of tlu^ pledges are ridiculous and absurd 
l?y tlioir inajority they can expel a man 
from the party and yet hold him to liis 
jdedge — a position wtuch prevents a man 
of honor from fullllliiig his pledge to his 
country. I no longer consider myself 
bound to the party though I v/ill act 
with them througtiout so far as con 
Biatent with duty to my conatitnency. 
1 do not believe much is coining on this 
eesalon wherein I must difi'tir with Mr. 
Dillon's course. Things are, however, 
shaping for a change." 

The Marquis of Salisbury's dig at Bis- 
marck in tils speech in the tlouse of 
Lords, last Tuesday, appears to have un 

fovered a sore point in tiermany. The 
'remior said, referring to the arbitra 
tion treaty : " I don't say it will re 
move the greatest risks of war ; I do not 
say it will restrain a Napoleon or a Bis- 
marck." The North German trazetje, 
commenting on the reference to Bis 
murk, refers to the arbitration treaty as 
an "agreement to prevent quarrels 
about trifles," and repudiates the com 
parison of Napoleon with Prince Bis- 
marck, wherein the North German 
Gazette sees "another illustration of 
British industrial and commercial 
jealousy." , 

TheKrenz Zeitung saysj "The Mar- 
quis, of Salisbury, instead of mentioning 
the names of two powerful personages, 
would have done better to havo openly 
admitted that such treaties are of little 
use since they must be repudiated in ail 
instances involving national interests." 

The Hakodate steamship company's 
new ship Hokkaido Maru, whicli left 
Hakodate for tht^ Kuriles in Xovember, 
and had not been hoard of since, was 
wrecked in the neighborliood of Etrupp. 
The passengers and crew, numbering 
250, were rescued by the Hokuyu-Maru, 
which was sent out, to search for the 
missing vt ssel, and brought back to Ha- 
kodate on the ord inst. 

The Centrists in the German diet have 
declared against the government bill to 
amend the existing law of associations, 
drawn up in order to enable it to aup- 
])ress Polish agitation, and a sensational 
debate in the diet on the Polish question 
ia promised when Herr Von Czarlinski, 
the Polish leader, raises the debate on 
the forcible dissolution by the police of 
tlie Polish mass meetings in the eastern 
provinces. Czarlinski will be supported 
bv the entire Polish party and the Cen- 
trists. 

A singular lawsuit between pretenders 
to the throne of Prance has been re- 
.=umed befoz-e the civil tribunal of I'aris. 
The Duke of Anjou is suing the present 
Duke of Orleans for using the royal arms 
of France, on the ground that the Duke 
of Anjou is the rightful lieir to the throne, 
as he 13 the descendant of Louis XIV. 
Counsel for the Duke of Anjou fias asked 
that the Duke of Orleans be compelled 
to pay the sum 'of 1,000 franca for each 
day he continues to use the royal arms 
of France. The procuruer de La Rc- 
publique proposed the rejection of the 
suit, declaring that it was curious to find 
the plaintill' askinf^ajrepublican court to 
confer upon him 'Mie title of King ol 
France. To still further complicate mat- 
ters, counsel appeared for Don Carlos, 
liead of the Spanisli branch of the Ijuur- 
l)on family, and pretender to the throne 
of Spain, claiming for his client the 
right to bear the ro/ai arms of P'raiu;e. 
.ludgment will be rendered next week. 

All the newspapers congratulate tlie 
i\Iaryuis of Salisbury on' hia diplomatic 
triumph as shown by the publication on 
Thu^'flday last of the ofBcial correspond- 
enc6 between Great Britain and Russia, 
which brought about the agreement of 
.the Giiar to the proposal of the Marquis 
of Salisbury triat the anibassiidors of the 
powers at Cc)nHtantino[)le should formu- 
late laws for Turkey wiiich should bi; en- 
forced by the powers should the JSultaii 
jirove rei-alcitrant, to which France con- 
s-.!iit('d later, after (.ierinany, Auslriaanil 
Italy liad given their consent. There is 
a general feeling that the concert of Eu- 
rope for the coercion is nearer realization 
than ever before.

Formosa a Burden and Source of Trouble 
to Japan— Volunteer Steamship 
Company. 

Japanese dates up to the Sth instant 
were received by the Northern Pacific 
steamship Victoria. 

The i\lainichi points out that Formosa 
ia a burden and a source of trouble to 
Japan at present. For the nast year the 
revenue of the island was only yen 
8,]10,Oi)O, while the expenditure totalled 
yen 14,000,000. 

A syndicate of the principal shipown- 
ers in Shanghai are said to be contem- 
plating the construction of a new large 
dock in^that port, large enough to take 
in vessels of over 10,000 tons. 

The rumor that Korea is going to pay 
off her debt to Japaa by bori owing money 
from Russia may be true, says the Jiji. 
A representative of the Ruaso-Chinese 
bank was staying in Seoul, and the rumor 
arose from this fact. There is no doubt 
that the interest charged by Japan was 
per cent., while the Russo-Chinese 
bank will advance money at ij.j percent. 

The llochi professes itself puzzled to 
find out why so many liritish and Rus- 
sian men-of-war are at present busily 
going back and fortli between Nagasaki 
and Chemulpo. 

The government of Japan ia credited 
with the intention to introduce in the 
coming election a bill amending the law 
of election of members of the house of 
representatives, to the eflect of increas- 
ing the number of representatives from 
300 to 400. 
The numberofBm&llpox eases reported 
u Tokyo on December 26 was 52, while 
in Kanagawa Prefecture during the week 
ended December 25 ten were jeported. 

According to the results of investiga- 
tions by the finance department, the to- 
tal amount of the foreign and domestic 
debt of Japan at the end of June, 1890, 
was yen .'!71i,()!'J,S80, and the amount of 
yen 2,77;>,'J50 was paid off during the six 
months ended last December. In the 
meantime, however, various public loan 
bonds to the amount of yen 2,815,000 
were issued . The amount that remained 
unpaid at the end of December last must 
thus be yen 871,08.'!, 930. 

So enthusiastic has been the reception 
by the public of the proposal to form a 
volunteer steamship company for Japan 
(for use, as in the case of the Russian 
olunteer fleet, in times of war as well 
s peace) and so large has been the 
measure of support offered, that the 
company have now announced that 
they iiavo in view all the funds that 
they rei|uire. The Meet will con- 
ist of two merchant cruisers of 0,000 
tons e.'ich and a speed of 20 knots; 
i .S,000 tons eacli and a speed of 
knots; li steel steamer.'i of J ,.000 
toiifc each and a rpeed of 15 knots, 
ami 5 stefcl steamers under 1,000 tons 
ich with a speed of 11 knots. Eight 
ines will be opened. One will be be- 
tween Kobe and Hongkong ; the second 
between Amoy and Stianghai ; the third 
from Kobe to Chemulpo and Gensan ; the 
fourth between Shanghai and Hankow ; 
the fifth between Shanghai andTaku; 
the si.v.th between Taku and Tientsin ; 
the seventh between Kobe and Aus- 
tralian ports ; and the eighth between 
Kobe and America. It is intended to 
employ, as far as possible, retired naval 
olUcers and men.

A Rich Find in the North. 

ikir. W. T. Da\yley, n \Y'est Const mer- 
chant, having stores at Glayo(iuot, Noot- 
ka and Ahouset, is at the Qiieeiia, hiiv- 
inj; arrived here on the last trip of ttie 
Tties. ripeakingof the trade of tho West 
Coast, iir,£iDa\vloy says that it ia gradu- 
ally increaBinc owinp; to tho advent of 
new settlers and inininf; operations. At 
Clayoquot sonio excellent ores have been 
located. From one lecigo, owned by Mr. 
Poole and others, excellsut aesayretums 
were liad, and a conplo of tons of ore 
were shipped to Tacoaia for a mill teet. 
Ore bodies are found all along the AVest 
Coast, On Bear river, emptying into 
Clayoquot Sound, placer mininR has 
been carried on for same years, princi- 
pally by Chinese, tliougb last year claims 
were also recorded by wliite men. A ho- 
tel is now beini; erected at the mouth of 
IJear river, whieli will provide aceonuno- 
(lalion much needed by the proaiieotore. 
Mr. Dawley says the Indiana are still 
tiolding out for ft per skin, but lie be- 
lieves they will eveutually Bign iit the 
rate oU'ered by sealing; ecbooner owiuira. 
Many of the Indians have Inmla on 
hand, which makes them aoniewhat in- 
de])('ndent. 

.T. D. Melnnes ia one of the prospec- 
tors whose adventures in search of uold 
on Graham island were told the other 
day. Sitting in the Occidental oflice a 
day or two ago, talkincover hiB claim on 
Graham island, Mr. Mclnnes said that 
lie had something else in view that other 
people had tried for years to liiid. This 
was some rich placer ground, of which 
lie had tieard from the Indians. It was 
in the interior of one of the northern is- 
lands, and iu his nine years' experience 
among the Indians he had heard many 
stories as to its richness. IJoweyer, it 
waa rot till a few inonthg ago that 
he hud found Indians who could really 
show him where this much desired 
placer ground lay. It was then too late 
in the year to make the trip, but lie bad 
tnade arrangements to meet the Indians 
in the spring, and they would then con- 
duct him to the spot. It waa really a 
lake in the mountains, high above t-ea 
level, but so easy to reach that a canoe 
coald be pushed in from the coast and 
launched in ita waters. The placer 
urround vras at the end of this lake, and 
marvellous stories of the wealth of gold 
are told by the Indians. 

According to Jlr. A. \V. Vowell, snjier- 
intendent of Indian all'iiira, who lias just 
returned from an oflicial visit to the 
Mainland ajjencies, the Indians around 
Ohilliwack are taking great interest in 
the dyking of the lands around Cocooppel 
slough, and are now waiting to cora- 
ixieuce their share of the work, for which 
the government will provide them with 
the necessary implements and tools,

U. S. IMilltfRATiaN BILL. 

Important Amendments Agreed Upon by the 
Conferees of the House 

and Senate, 

Wasiiikoton, Jan. 25,— The coiupio- 
miae immigration bill which has been 
acieed upon by tlie conferees of the 
house and senate an 1 which will come 
bulnru il.e Iao houses for acceptance 
within a few days, contains several new 
features. The first section of the senate 
bill is retained and excludes from the 
United Statea all persons over 10 years 
years of aue who cannot read and write 
the Knglifh language or the language of 
their native country, but it is amended 
.• the worda, "or residents" belore 
country,'' in accordance with a Bug- 
gestijn mtde by Chairman Bartholdt, of 
the house committee. 

For the purpose of testing the ability 
o! imniigranta to read, it is provided 
that they shall draw from a box a print- 
ed slip containing twenty or twenty-five 
wonls of the conetitntioii and write live 
lines of it, aa provitled by the senate hill. 
A clause ia added to llic hill 
that if the alipa are not at hand for 
use, the oflicera shall mrke the test by 
the mo.st aitpropriate and available 
means at hand, and state in writing the 
reasons the slips are lacking and tlie 
substitute lest employed. 

Violations of the sections excluding 
aliens from temporary employment are 
made miedemeanora, punishable by $600 
iine or imprisonment not exceeding one 
year, or both, and persons coming into 
the country in violation of these sections 
are to bo deported to the country whence 
they came. 

The secretary of the treasury in iin- 
thorized to permit the entrance of atieiiH 
for the purpose of teaching new iirlH or 
industrits under such rules as lie iiiav 
provide.
